Silsby  Library  celebrated  its  seventy-fifth  birthday  along  with 
the  bicentennial  celebration  of  the  town  this  year.  There  was  an 
exhibit  in  the  library  of  articles  pertaining  to  industries  that  used 
to  be  important  in  Acworth  such  as  wool,  linen  and  shoes.  Antiques 
and  portraits  of  former  residents  along  with  paintings  were  also 
exhibited. 

The  trustees  have  been  very  pleased  with  the  number  of  people 
using  the  library  in  the  evening  this  winter.  To  provide  light  in  the 
front  rooms  the  two  beautiful  Victorian  hanging  lamps  were  elec- 
trified. 

The  library  is  in  need  of  an  adequate  heating  system  to  replace 
the  old  one  pipe  wood  furnace. 

In  a  short  time  the  library  will  need  to  be  open  another  after- 
noon or  evening  a  week  in  order  to  comply  with  the  qualifications 
of  the  N.  H.  Library  Development  Plan  of  which  the  library  is  a 
part.  By  complying  with  these  regulations  we  have  received  $100.00 
in  state  aid  to  be  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  a  set  of  en- 
cyclopedias.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1967 


This  bicentennial  year  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Company, 
and  while  a  large  part  of  our  efforts  were  devoted  toward  the 
celebration,  several  significant  improvements  were  made  which 
resulted  in  bettering  the  protection  we  are  able  to  offer  the  town. 

Our  building  construction  program  saw  the  completion  of  the 
addition  and  the  outside  of  the  building,  including  painting.  Only 
the  final  grading  and  inside  finish  remain  to  be  done  to  finish 
this  part  of  the  project. 

The  automatic  siren  has  been  installed  on  the  fire  house,  freeing 
us  from  the  need  to  have  someone  constantly  attending  to  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  previous  gasoline  siren. 

Engines  2  and  3  received  necessary  painting,  as  well  as  some 
refitting  to  make  them  more  usable.  On  Engine  3,  compartments 
were  constructed,  a  booster  reel  installed,  and  the  pump  rebuilt 
and  reinstalled  to  correct  difficulties  previously  encountered.  A 
redistribution  of  our  hose  among  the  three  trucks  has  given  us 
the  abiUty  to  work  them  as  separate  units  or  as  a  team. 

Relocating  the  furnace  and  fuel  tank,  installation  of  additional 
ductwork,  and  construction  of  more  shelving  allowed  us  to  have 
more  usable  space  within  our  building. 

For  reasons  previously  mentioned,  we  operated  our  annual 
turkey  shoots  without  any  major  changes.  Again,  as  in  previous 
years,  the  financial  contribution  of  these  was  substantial.  In  our 
plans  for  next  year's  shoots,  we  are  anticipating  improvements  in 
the  form  of  an  additional  trap  shoot  area  and  improved  rest  room 
facilities. 

In  this  year's  warrant  we  are  requesting,  in  addition  to  our 
annual  appropriation,  an  amount  toward  purchase  of  a  new  truck. 
This  will,  and  should,  generate  discussion  relative  to  the  merits 
of  such  action.  I  strongly  urge  positive  action  on  this  matter,  as 
I  feel  the  benefits  derived  from  working  with  the  equipment  greatly 
outweigh  those  gained  from  working  on  the  equipment.  I  also  feel 
that  the  members  of  the  Company  have  shown  sufficient  initiative 
to  warrant  the  expense  involved  in  this.  Although  at  this  writing 
figures  are  not  available  on  any  possible  insurance  benefits  from 
this,  it  is  my  understanding  that  some  benefit  may  be  realized, 
and  it  is  my  intention  to  look  into  this  area. 
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I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  those  people  who  have 
contributed  to  our  activities  during  this  year,  with  special  thanks 
to  our  hard-working  Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  also  to  Kathryn  and 
Don  Sprague  for  their  maintainance  of  the  Acworth  Town  siren 
for  the  past  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  work  on  the  history  was  delayed  somewhat  this  past  year 
due  to  the  necessary  activities  pertaining  to  the  Bi-Centennial. 
Nelson,  N.  H.,  held  their  own  celebration  at  the  same  time,  and 
Mr.  Tolman,  our  compiler,  v/as  very  active  in  their  preparation. 
However,  he  has  completed  the  work  he  was  doing  for  the  New  York 
publishers  and  now  can  put  his  full  time  on  our  history. 

Mr.  Leon  Button  of  South  Acworth  is  doing  the  work  on  the 
homesteads,  and  doing  a  splendid  job  in  tracing  back  ownership  of 
many  of  them.  This  has  meant  many  trips  to  Keene  and  Newport  to 
the  Registry  of  deeds  offices.  He  has  covered  many  miles  of  Acworth 
territory    tracing    out    old    boundary    lines    of    original    homesteads. 

Mr.  Tolman  has  also  covered  miles  of  our  outlying  sections  and 
reports  that  he  now  has  a  pretty  clear  picture  of  our  township  as 
a  whole. 

We  still  need  help  in  typing  genealogies  for  the  printing.  A 
complete  genealogy  is  done  on  each  family  while  we  are  researching 
records,  and  will  be  on  file  with  the  Historical  Society  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  come  in  later  years  tracing  an  ancestor.  But 
we  will  have  to  take  up  in  the  new  history  where  the  old  history 
leaves  off. 

The  Historical  Society  appreciates  the  numerous  advance 
reservations  so  many  have  sent  in.  You  will  be  notified  as  soon 
as  we  know  from  the  printer  the  exact  amount  the  cost  will  be 
plus  postage.  As  you  all  know,  we  have  an  estimate,  but  since  we 
cannot  forsee  the  exact  number  of  pages  and  pictures  we  will 
need,  plus  the  fee  for  the  compiler,  we  cannot  say  at  this  time, 
what  the  price  of  the  book  will  be.  Rest  assured  we  will  try  not 
to  exceed  the  estimated  price.
